b. By the week of July 3, 2000, a tire shredder shall be
brought on-site for a mninmmof one (1) nmonth to shred
approxi mately 150,000 tires.

c. By August 31, 2000, approximtely 300,000 tires shall
have been shredded on-site.



6. Tenporary Unprocessed Tire Storage (Revised 3/14/00)

The total amount of unprocessed Class B recyclable tires
currently stored on site in the existing tenporary
stockpile area is approximtely 60,000 cubic yards. The
processing and transfer off-site of the tires shall be in
accordance with Condition C.5 of this Approval.

By August 31, 2000 the total amount of unprocessed Cass B
recyclable tires stored on site shall not exceed 30,000
cubic yards and shall be stored in the existing tenporary
stockpi |l e area.

Mud, soils or other materials shall not be tracked onto

Ingress and egress of the facility shall be restricted to
Herbertsville Road only.

RECORDKEEPI NG AND REPORTI NG

1. Recor dkeepi ng

In accordance with N.J. A C 7:26A-3.17, the facility shall
mai ntain daily records of all materials received, stored,
processed or transferred at the site. Said records shall
be available at all times for inspection and shall
indicate, at a mninmum the follow ng:

a. A daily record of the amunts of each recyclable

material by type and municipality of origin which are
received, stored, processed or transferred each day,

expressed in tons or in cubic yards. Those operators
specifying this information in cubic yards shall also
indicate the conversion ratio or the materials from
cubic yards to tons.

b. The name, address and telephone nunber of the end-
markets for all recyclable materials transported from
the recycling center, including the amount, in tons or
cubic yards, transported to each end-nmarket. Those
persons specifying this information in cubic vyards
shall also indicate the conversion ratio of the
materials fromcubic yards to tons. NIDEP reserves the
right to verify all end-market information submtted by
the facility

c. The ampbunt of residue disposed of, expressed in tons or
cubic yards, including the nane and the NIDEP solid
waste registration nunber of the solid waste
col I ect or/ haul er contracted to provi de t he
haul age/ di sposal service. Those persons specifying the
anmount of residue in cubic yards shall also indicate
the conversion ratio of residue from cubic yards to
t ons.

The facility shall retain the information for three (3)
cal endar years following the calendar year for which
reporting is required.

2. Reporting
a. Annual Report

In accordance with N J.A C 7:26A-3.17, the facility
shall submt an annual report containing nonthly
summary statenments of the information required pursuant
to Condition D.1 above to the NIDEP on or before
February 1 of each year, for the previous cal endar
year. The summaries shall include nonthly totals of
the anount of recyclable material received from each
custoner by the municipality of origin. Furt her nore,
the summaries shall include nonthly totals of the
anmount of recyclable product transferred to each end-
mar ket. The sunmaries shall also include the anount of
resi due disposed of during each nonth. An annual fee
will be paid to the Departnment on May 1, in accordance
with NNJ. A C 7:26A-2.1(b)1;

b. Residue D sposal

The facility shall certify in witing to the Departnent
that all residue generated at the recycling center has
been disposed of in accordance with the solid waste

managenent rules at N J.A C 7:26. The certification
shall be submtted annually as part of the annual
report;

c. Tonnage Report

The facility shall provide a recycling tonnage report
by February 1 of each year to all nunicipalities from
which recyclable material was received in the previous
cal endar year. The report shall detail the anmount of
each source separated recyclable material, expressed in
tons or cubic yards, brought to the recycling center.
Those persons specifying this information in cubic
yards shall also indicate the conversion ratio of the
materials fromcubic yards to tons.

One original and one copy of the annual report and tonnage
report shall be submitted to:

Failure to conply with any or all conditions of this Approval
will result in the NJDEP seeking relief under the Solid Waste
Managenent Act, N J.S. A 13:1E-1 et seq. Specifically, each
day of failure to so conply shall constitute a separate
violation on the basis of which a penalty shall be assessed
pursuant to N J.S. A 13:1E-9 and may subject the facility to
regulation as a solid waste facility pursuant to N J.S A
13:1E-1 et seq. and N.J. A C 7:26-1 et seq.

The issuance of this Approval and the conditions of operation
identified herein shall not be interpreted as relieving the
applicant of his responsibility to secure and maintain all
other applicable federal, State and local permts or simlar
formse of authorization relating to the construction and
operation of this facility.
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
